Washington, Oct. 24.— The implica­ 


tion that Colonel Charles K. Forbes, 
former director of the veterans* bu­ 


reau, lyid “ participated in” or “ wink­ 
ed at" corrupt practices in connec­ 
tion with the veterans’ bureau tuber­ 


culosis hospital site near Livermore, 
Cal., was read into the record of the 
senate investigation of the bureau by 
Major General John O’R yan, counsel 
for the committee conducting the in­ 
quiry. 
It was contained in a report made 
to O'R yan by Judge A. E. Graupner, 
chairman of the rehabilitation com­ 
mittee of the American 
Legion at 
San Francisco. 
The report says: 
“ On June 28, 1922, ( ’olonel Forbes 
was in San Francisco stopping at the 
Fairmont hotel. 
At that time the 
American Legion was satisfied that 
the transactions relating to the Liv- 
-ermore hospital were shady. 
“ John R . Quinn, the commander of 
the American 
Legion, and 
A. E. 
Graupner, the district chairman of 
the 
rehabilitation 
committee, 
the 
secretary of the committee and the 
■director of publicity of the committee 
of the legion called 
upon 
Director 
Forbes in his rooru in order to dis­ 
cuss the matter. 
“ At that time charges were made 
directly to Colonel Forbes that the 
purchase of the property was sur­ 
rounded by graft; that the plans for 
the hospital were such as to excite 
suspicion and that the circumstances 
surrounding the open cultivation of 
the farm crop on the Livermore site 
were such as to lead the American 
Legion to believe that Colonel Forbes 
was participating in or openly wink­ 
ing at the corrupt transaction. 
“ At that time Director Forbes made 
no denial of any of the allegations 
made to him by the American Legion, 
and his whole Justification seemed to 
be that as long as the property had 
been acquired and was suited to the 
purpose of a tubercular hospital, it 
was no concern of the American Le­ 
gion what was paid for the property 
or how the money was disposed of. 
“ From that time on the matter was 
subjeot to suspicion, and on March I 
charges were placed in the hands of 
Brigadier General Sawyer in Wash­ 
ington. 
The matter was also called 
to the attention of Director 
Hines 
upon his resuming office.” 
The report also dealt with the al­ 
leged activities of Matthew O’Brien, 
a San Francisco architect, who ap­ 
peared In Washington with political 
indorsements 
for 
his 
employment. 
Charles Stratton, chief designer of 
the construction division of the bu­ 
reau, testified that O’Brien was in­ 
troduced to him by Forbes, who stat­ 
ed he had employed O’Brien to pre­ 
pare plans for a tuberculosis hospital 
to be built on the Livermore site. 
O’Brien was furnished a set of stand­ 
ard plans, and later came back with 
a 
set of 
drawings which 
Stratton 
characterized as “ very 
poorly exe­ 
cuted.” 
O'Brien, Stratton 
testified, 
received 
$04,000 
for 
these 
plane, 
which were never used.

.Notified of the house's verdict, upon 
the first charge, the upper branch of 
the assembly 
immediately 
adopted, 
by a vote of 38 to 1, a resolution de­ 
claring that filing of the article “ auto­ 
matically suspends .J. C. Walton a« 
governor and the office with its duties 
and compensations devolves upon the 
lieutenant governor." 
Walton refused to make any com­ 
ment 
whatsoever. 
Trapp 
was 
in 
Sapulpa and was notified quickly or 
the action by both bodies. 
W hile the 
senate was stripping Walfon of ex­ 
ecutive power the house was voting 
his impeachment on a second article, 
the decision being transmitted forth­ 
with to the senate chamber that it 
might be included in the bill of par­ 
ticulars. 
Today the senate was resolved into 
a court of impeachment by Chief Jus­ 
tice J-. ~T. ~Jcrimson of the state su-' 
preme court and proceeded immedi­ 
ately upon trial of the charges submit­ 
ted to it by the house board of mana­ 
gers, who were appointed by Speaker 
W. D. McBee. 
Six days will be al­ 
lowed 
defendant and prosecutor to 
prepare for trial. 
The impeached governor’s friends 
predict that Walton will commence 
his fight at once to retain office. 
He 
is expected to issue a pardon. 
Secre­ 
tary of State Sneed will refuse to 
attest it. 
The beneficiary will, there­ 
fore, swear out a writ of habea» cor­ 
pus in the criminal court of appeals 
The senate's suspension pow er will be 
put to the test, but the members con­ 
tend that the senate ranks even H r 
supreme court and Us judicial acts 
are supreme and final. 
Governor Walton 
was impeached, 
first, upon a charge of felonious di­ 
version of health department funds 
for the purpose of paying his private 
chauffeur’s salary of $200 a month.

This summer this herd 
nearly doubled. 
At this time of year caribou pass 
the interior settlements on their south­ 
ward trend to wdnter quarters, and 
settlers lay in their winter’s supply of 
meat free of cost.

Alleged to Have "Winked At” 


Corrupt Practices. 


READ INTO INQUIRY’S RECORD 


C h arge s Contained In a Report Mad® 
to Major General O'Ryan by Judge 
A. E. Graupner, Chairman of Re­ 
habilitation 
Committee 
of 
the 
American Legion at San Francisco. 
Essence of Report. 


Washington. O c t 24.— The implica­ 
tion that Colonel Charles Ic. Forbes, 
former director of the veterans' bu­ 


reau, had “participated in” or “wink­ 
ed a t’’ corrupt 
practices in connec­ 
tion with the veterans’ bureau tuber­ 


culosis hospital sit*1 near Livermore, 
C li., wat# read into the record of the 
senate Investigation of the bureau by 
Major General John O’Ryan, counsel 
for the com mittee conducting the in­ 
quiry. 
It was contained in a report made 
to O'Ryan by Judge A. ES. Graupner, 
chairman of the rehabilitation com­ 
m ittee of the American Legion 
at 
San Francisco. 
The report saysy 
“On June 28, 1922, Colonel Forbes 
w as in San Francisco stopping at the 
Fairmont hotel. 
At 
that time the 
American Legion was satisfied that 
the transact ions relat ing to the Liv­ 
ermore hospital were shady. 
“John R. Quinn, the commander of 
th e 
American 
Legion, and 
A. 
E. 
Graupner, 
the 
district 
chairman 
of 
the 
rehabilitation 
com m ittee, 
the 
secretary of the com m ittee and the 
director of publicity of the comm ittee 
of the legion called 
upon 
Director 
Forbes in his room in order to dis­ 
cu ss the matter. 
“At that time charges were made 
directly to Colonel F ortes that the 
purchase of 
the property 
was 
sur­ 
rounded by graft; that the plane for 
the hospital were such as to excite 
suspicion and that the c ircums-tances 
surrounding the open cultivation of 
th e farm crop on th*' Livermore site 
w ere such as to lead the American 
Legion to believe that Colonel Forbes 
was participating in or openly wink­ 
ing at th*' corrupt transaction. 
“At that time Director Forbes made 
no denial of any of the allegations 
made to him by the American Legion, 
and his whole Justification seemed to 
be that as long as th*- property had 
beeu acquired and was suited to the 
purpose of a tubercular hospital, it 
was no concern of th* 
American Tx?- 
gion what was paid for the property 
or how th* money was disposed of. 
“From that time on the matter was 
subjeot to suspicion, and on March I 
charges were plated in the hands of 
Brigadier General Sawyer in W ash­ 
ington. 
The matter was also called 
to the attention of Director 
Hines 
upon his resum ing office.” 
The report also dealt with the al­ 
leged activities of M ach w O’Brien, 
a San Francisco architect, who ap­ 
peared in W ashington with political 
indorsem ents 
for 
his 
employment. 
Charles 
Stratton, 
chief designer of 
the construction division of the bu­ 
reau, testified that O’Brien was in­ 
troduced to him by Forbes, who alat­ 
ed he had employed O’Brien to pre­ 
pare plans for a tuberculosis hospital 
to be built on the Livermore site. 
O’Brien was furnished a set of stand­ 
ard plans, and later came back with 
a set of 
drawings which 
Stratton 
characterized as “very 
poorly exe­ 
cuted.” 
O’Brien, Stratton 
testified, 
received 
$*H,000 
for

plane, 
which were never used.

M. E. Trapp now is Oklahoma’s chiel 
executive. 


Only 
a few 
minutes 
elapsed 
be­ 
tween the governors indictment ou 
one count and his removal from au­ 
thority. 
Notified of the house’s verdict, upon 
the first charge, the upper branch of 
the 
assem bly 
im m ediately 
adopted, 
by a vote of 38 to I. a resolution de­ 
claring that filing of the article “auto­ 
matically suspends J. C. Walton as 
governor and the office with its duties 
and com pensations devolves upon the 
lieutenant governor.” 
Walton m u s e d to make any com­ 
ment 
whatsoever. 
Trapp 
was 
iu 
Sapulpa and was notified quickly or 
toe action by both bodies. 
While the 
senate was stripping Walton of ex­ 
ecutive power the houae was voting 
Ins im peachm ent on a second article, 
the decision being transmitted forth­ 
with to the senate chamber that it 
might be included in the bill of par­ 
ticulars. 
Today the senate was resolved into 
a court of im peachm ent by Chief Jus­ 
tice J- -T. -Johnson of the state sn-' 
prerne court and proceeded immedi­ 
ately upon trial of the charges submit­ 
ted to it by the house board of mana­ 
gers, who were appointed by Speaker 
BV.

Washington.— A new national train­ 
ing school for girls is to be estab­ 
lished on the Ludlow 
farm, Prince 
George’s county, Md., in the immedi­ 
ate future, it was learned following 
the recording of tile sale of the Lud­ 
low farm site to the government by 
Oliver E. Pagan. 
Construction of liv­ 
ing quarters 
for 
the girls 
will 
be 
started immediately, it was said, and 
the Pagan home will bt* converted into 
an 
administration 
building 
and 
a 
home for the teachers. 
The sale was made to the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, under which the in­ 
stitution is conducted, for $25,000. The 
estate comprises ten acres and accom­ 
modations will be provided for 150 
white girls. 
’I he present training school was re­ 
ported last year to be inadequate, In 
a survey of social welfare Institutions 
in the district, made by Dr. Hastings 
ii. Hart, director in the department of 
child helping of the Russell Sage foun 
dation. 
An appropriation of $52,000 
was 
made 
by congress toward 
the 
erection of a new school for white 
girls, with the expectation that the 
present school would be used for col­ 
ored girls. 
The Institution is maintained Jointly 
by the district and the federal gov­ 
ernments, girls being committed there 
by both the District and the United 
States courts. 
It has not been decided, however, j 
whether the present school will be 
used for colored girls, or whether the 
grounds and buildings will be sold and 
the proceeds used to build new mod­ 
ern cottage schools, for both white 
and colored girls.
